toappoint deputies in the cases, to bo spre. 
efied iw such branch dr warrants; provided 
each pilot shall report his said deputies for 
the approbauon of the Governor. 

2. Every such pilot and deputy, shall, 

before entering upon his office, give bond 
with sufficient surety, to the Governor of the 
Territory, m the sum uf two thousand dol- 
Jars, forthe faithful performance of the du- 
ties of his oiee ; 
_ § 3 Every such branch pilot, is author- 
ized and directed, by himself or his deputy, 
to take Chargeof any vessels bound into the 
Columbia river, except vessels of less than 
one hundred tons burthen, engaged in the 
coasting trade, the said pilot first showing 
his branch or warrant to the master of any 
such vessel, if required ; the authority to take 
charge having eflect only from outside or on 
the bar, to Baker’s Bay. 

§ 4. The pilot or pilots appointed, shall 
always keep ono decked boat in good repair, 
and one or more suitable row boats, as may 
be necessary. 

§ 5. The Governor, with the advice of 
the commissioners, is authorized to determine 
the fees of pilotage of the pilot or pilots by 
him appointed, and to specify the same in 
their respective warrants. 

§ 6. If any vessel, while under the 
charge of æ branch or warrant pilot, or ns 
deputy, shall be lost or ran aground, or sus- 
tain any damage, through the negligence, or 
unskilltulness of such pilot ar deputy, such 
pilot shall be liable, both for himself and his 
deputy, to pay all damages sustained by any 
person interested in such vessel or her car- 
go, and may moreover be removed from his 
office. i 


§ 7. Any master of a vessel, other than 
such as are excepted in the third section 
of this act, who may choose to pilot his 
own vessel from outside the Columbia bar to 
Baker’s Bay, across said bar, shall be permit- 
ted to do so, but he shall notwithstanding, 
when bound into the river, pay to such pilot 
as shall first come on board his vessel, out- 
side of the bar, one half the pilotage, ac- 
cording to the fees specified in his warrant; 
but in ease no pilat shall come on board hj 
vegsel outside oron the bar, he shall be ex- 
empt from paying any fees for pilotage. 

§ 8. Itaball be optional with ship mas- 
ters, to,take pilots when outward , and 
no payment shall be demanded, unless 2 pi- 
lot shall have been employed. 

§ 9. The Governor and commissioners 
are authorized to hear and determine all 
complaints exhibited against the pilots ap- 
pointed by him, as aforesaid, and their depu- 
ties, and to suspend, or remove them, and 
appoint others in their place. 

10. Should any ship master omit, or 
refuse to pay the pilotage fees in any instance 
where, by this law he has become liable, 
theh his consignees shall become liable for 
the same. . 

§ 11. The pilot who shall board and 
bring a vessel into port, shall have the pre- 
ference to tahe said vessel out to sea upon 
her departure, provided the master of said 
vessel cannot prove misconduct or incompe- 
tency on his part. 

§ 12. That all penalties, forfeitures, and 
complaints incu under this act, shall bo 
tried and determined m any court of record 
having cognizance of the same. 

§ 13. It shall be the duty of the Secre- 
tary to publish a copy of this act in the Ore- 
gon Spectator as soon as practicable.

§ 1 Ber enacted by the House of Repre- 
sentatives of Oregon Territory, That when it 
shall be made to appear to any Justice of the 
Peace, by the uftdavit of any person, that 
uny person has deserted or absconded from 
the service of arly master or captain of a 
vessel claiming the services of such desert- 
ing or abscondmg person, upon contract or 
agreement made and entered into, either in 
this or a foreign country, the said Justice 
of the Peace shall immedutely issue his war- 
rant for the apprehension of such desorting 
or absconding person, and cause the accused 
to be brought before hum, or some other Jys- 
tice of the Peace of the county in which the 
original writ issucd. e 

4 2. The olficer having the warrant, 
or any other person who may be duly 
authorized to serve smd warrant, may arrest 
said accused deserting or absconding person 
in any county in this Territory, and bring 
him forthwith before the Justice of the 
Peace whoissued the warrant, or some other 
Justice of the Peace of the sume county. 


§ 3. Upon the trial of the case, if it shall 
appear that the master or captain of said 
vessel is entitled to the further services of 
said deserting or absconding person, it shall 
be the duty of the Justice of the Peace, or 
the court trying the same, to cause said do- 
sorting or absconding person to be delivered 
up to the master or captain of said vessel, 
and all costs shall be adjudged against said 
deserting or absconding person, and a certifi- 
cate of tho samo shall be delivered to the 
said master or captain, who shull thereupon 
pay the same. 

§ 4. Any person who shall entice a sea- 
man to leave his ship, or who shall knowing- 
ly harbor, secrete, employ, or inany wise as. 
sist a deserting or absconding seaman, shall, 
upon conviction thereof, be fined any sum 
not excecding five hundred, nor less than 
twenty-five dollars for each offence ; andall 
fines collected under the provisions of this 
Act, shall be paid inta the county treasury, 
and be recovered either by indictment or ac« 
tion of debt, in the namo of the county. 

§ 5, ‘That every ship master or captain, 
on the desertion of any of his crow, shall be 
bound in the penal sum of fifty dollars, to 
give immediate information of the same to 
the proper authority.

the sumof five hundred dollars, to be paid 
out of the Territorial treasury, quarterly,

‘The president and di- 
rectors having regard to the constitution, 
should make all by-laws, direct the sale, 
shipment, &e. of produce, and fix’ the price 
on merchandise belonging to the company ; 
have published annually a full statement of 
the condition of the company in some news- 
paper, and keep the books always open to 
the inspection of stockholders, ‘The compa- 
ny thus orgamzed, and with a sufficient 
freight of flour or lumber, should charter a 
vessel, send an agent to dispose of it, and to 
purchase such goods as the farmers need. 
On tho return, each sharcholder to be allow- 
ed todraw at cost and carriage, each year, 
one half, or two thirds of the value of cach 
share, the remaining portion kept back till 
the end of five years, for the purchase of 
ships, merchandise, materials for building 
null and constructing the same for use of the 
company—at the end of which time the com- 
pany may wind up, if thought best, and a 
complete dividend made of principal and m- 
terest, 

An agent despatched to New York, or 
Boston, with the bonds of the company, would 
be abla to purchase on time, all the materials 
for the construction of mills and such mer- 
chandise as would enable them to carry on 
their business with their heads above water. 
He could either purchase a vessel, or give 
employment at stated prices, until the com- 
pany should be prepared to pay for it. Ho 
could bid for the supply of the Navy in the 
Pacific, the military posts and dragoons sta. 
tioned in Oregon, with more assurance of 
getting it than any other individual or com- 
pany in the world. Thus we would, by our 
own influence, successfully counteract a sys- 
tem of mercantile extortion, that has rarcly 
hada parallel, and winch must bring poverty 
and wretchedness in the most fruitful coun- 
try in the world, if tamely submitted to. 
To prove this, let ussubmit facts ; one bush- 
el of our choicest wheat will only purchase 
24 pounds of coffee, or the same quantity of 
nails, or 3 panes of window glass, and 
other things in proportion, when our flour is 
sold in the mill, of the morchante, at Oregon 
city, in the same currency that wheat is paid 
for, for 84 per hundred pounds, or at the 
Sandwich Islands, for from $10 to 16 dollars 
per barrel. Thus you see how we are im- 
posed upon: even the gold which the poor 
emigrant fetches here, loses sts value m Ore- 
gon. In the States, sovereigns aro worth 
34 84 cents in the banks or land offices ; but 
here, they can only be passed to these all- 
controling monopolies, for $4 50 cents, and 
will only buy 12} pounds of coffee, or 18 
pounds .of nails. Verily, relief is called

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Most of the citizens having experienced these 
calamities, and seeing their friends arrive 
in this distant country, shorn of the means 
of their comfort, or of becoming useful citi- 
zens, ^ desire to remedy these evils became 
universal, 

Hopes were entertained that this could be 
effected by finding a nearer and better road 
into the Willamette valley, by a route for- 
merly traveled by the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany, leaving the present road in the Mal- 
heur, or Powder river valley, and crossing 
the Cascade mountains by a pass near mount 
Jefferson. This was attempted by a party 
under the patronage of Dr. E. White! late 
Indian Agent of this Territory, in the sum- 
mer of 1845. This party, after spending 
about a month in exploring the Cascade 
mountains up the Santiam nver, and south of 
it, returned without accomplishing their ob- 
ject. As by this enterprise, Dr. White had 
been at considerable expense, the Legisla- 
ture of Oregon passed a resolution recom- 
mending his claims to remuneration, “to the 
favorable consideration” of the Federal 
Government. 

Two attempts have since been made to 

netrate the Cascade mountains from the 

Villamette valley; and, as on one occasion, 
in case of success, the guide was to receive 
one thousand dollars, we have reason tobe- 
lieve they have been prosecuted, with due 
citergy. Yet, I think these attempts should 
not be taken as final evidence that no pass 
can be found. 

In support of this opinion, I would remark 
that their endeavors have been improperly 
directed; tho great height of this range of 
mountains intercepting the ordinary rain 
clouds from the Pacific ocean, their western

That a road may be found over the Cascade 
mountuins, near mount Jeflerson, 1 made 
still more probable from the observations of 
Capt Fremont, in the winter of 1843, while 
traveling up the river DeChutes, (sce his 
journal, p 119) speaking of the Cascades, 
he says, “A small trail takes off through 
the prairie, towards a low pointin the range, 
and perhaps there is here a pass into the 
Willamette valley.”* The same evening, 
he finds his camp to be in latitude, 45 deg. 
2 min, 45 sec, and longitude, 125 deg 2 
min 43 sec, being a due east course, and 
not exceeding 100 miles from the town of 
Salem Taking into account the length of 
the valley of the Santiam, and the opposite 
hianch of the river DeChutes, but a small 
part of this distance can be timber,

The faure of Dr. White’s enterprise 
left the large' emigration of 1845, to find 
their way into the Willamette valley by the 
usual means; the supply of boats bemg 
wholly inadequate to their specdy conve,- 
ance down the Columbia, and the stock of 
provisions failing at the Dalles, famine, and 
a malignant disease at the same time raging 
amongst them, a scene of human mise 


ensued which scarcely ‘has a parattel in his. * 


tory—the loss of life and property was enor- 
mous, 

To the honor of the citizens of Oregon 
City and its vicinity, necessaries to the value 
of several hundred dollars were dispatched 
to their relief. To Mr. Cook, master of the 
Calapooia and the distributor of the above 
named benevolence, many indigent families 
have reason to be grateful. 

The whole community were again arous- 
ed to the necessity of finding a remedy for 
an evil so distressing and calamitous. Two 
road companies were chartered by the Legis.

by which the Launch was towed astern; a 
marine in the boat clung to her, and after 
being buffeted in the surf through which the 
tide swept the water logged boat, was “to 
the inexpressible surprise and joy” of his 
shipmates, fescued. Writing as T do, cn- 
rely from memory, and desirous of being 
brief and concise, some instances illustra. 
tive of well-grounded dread and apprehen- 
“sion of danger, from this navigation, may 
possibly be omitted. From Vancouser’s 
time, [do not remember the visit of a ship 
until the arrival of Mr. Jolin J. Astor’s ship, 
the Tonquin, in 1811. She came on purpose 
fo fix a fur trading establishment on the 
banks of the Columbia. Her Captain, act- 
ing upon the impulse of that “ proper pru- 
dence,” which should be exercised in under- 
taking this entrance, sent a boat to Sound 
out the channel. She was soon swept 
into the breakers in spite of the exertions of 
her crew, where she perished with all on 
board of her. He was “brave” enough to 
despatch another on the same errand; sho 
suffered a fate similar to the other, but one 
of her crew survived the disaster. Captain 
Biddle, of the U. S. Sloop Ontario, came to 
the mouth of the river, in 1817, to take pos- 
session of Astoria; but the sight of the bar 
excited in his mind so strong a “ prejudice,” 
that he forbore to attempt a passage over it. 
In 1829, the Hudson’s Bay Company’s brig 
William and Ann, [Captain Swann, her 
master, had crossed the bar aix times before,] 
was wrecked in attempting the entrance, 
and every soul on board lost, Two years 
afterwards, the bark Isabella belonging to 
the same Company, was wrecked about the 
same spot; but the crew escaped with their 
lives. In 1839, Sir Edward Belcher sur- 
veyedthe bar in IT. B. M. ship Sulphur: 
his vessel was several times grounded, and 
he describes the entrance of the Columbia, 
us a “nest of dangers.”
